The performance, on the whole, was a 
splendid piece of acting, the soliloquies were given with chasteness 
aod nice discrimication, especially those commencing ‘‘ Oh what a 
rogue and peasant slave am I,” & ‘‘ To be or not to be,” the latter 
of which we cannot be led to think could bave received any extra 
ficish had it dropped from the lips of the most perfect professor of 
the art that ever graced the stage. On Wednesday Othello was 
played, Othello by Mr. Vandenboff. On Thussday he appeared 
as Rolla, and went through the part with great spirit. He fre- 
quently remiaoded us, both as regarded his personal appearance, and 
the manner of his delivery of what we remember fof Joho Kemble 
io that character. Last night The Lady of Lyons was produced 
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for Mr. Vandenhoff’s Benefit, Claude Melnotte by Mr. Vanden- 
hoff, and Pauline, by Miss Faucit of theTneatre Royal Drury Lane, 
and Haymarket. who appzered for that night only.” 

Notwithstanding we suspect the above account of Mr. Vanden- 
hoff’s ‘* Tragedy” to be greatly exsggerated, we have, throughout 
his past career been iaclived to thiak tbis actor better fitt-d to the ! 
line of characters it seems he has latterly been pursuiog than to 
the style be bad at first chosea—Comedy. He is deficieut io that 
buoyancy end life so unecessary to the latter, while his good figure, 
handsome features, aod clearness of utterance are much in his favor 
for Tragedy. !

years the leadiog tragedian in the Liocola Theatrical Circuit, has 
just loft the latter.
